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REPORT  OF  HEALTH  OFFICER 

In  compliance  with  the  laws  of  our  state,  I  sub- 
mit the  following  report  as  health  officer  for  the  year 
ending  January  31st,  1925. 

Number  of  contagious  and  infectious  diseases  re- 
ported to  me  : 

Tuberculosis . 1 

Scarlet  fever 2 

Measles 5 

The  above  cases  were  properly  looked  after  and 
houses  disinfected.  The  town  lock-up  was  cleaned, 
whitewashed  and  thoroughly  disinfected. 

The  past  year  several  samples  of  town  water  have 
been  sent  to  state  laboratory  for  analysis,  some 
were  free  from  bacteria,  while  others  were  not  up 
to  the  standard. 

With  one  of  the  members  of  the  school  board,  I 
visited  the  West  Epping  school  and  made  several 
recommendations,  all  of  which  have  been  complied 
with  or  will  be  in  the  future. 

Several  complaints  have  come  to  me  regarding 
sink  drains,  closets,  etc.,  which  have  been  investi- 
gated and  ordered  to  be  made  sanitary.  It  is  to  be 
regretted  that  some  of  our  good  citizens,  knowing  that 
bad  conditions  exist  about  their  premises,  resent  and 
complain  if  they  are  told  to  abate  them. 

If  the  citizens  will  co-operate  with  me,  it  will  be 
much  easier  to  enforce  the  laws  and  the  town  will 
be  greatly  bene'fitted  thereby.
